Spain is rejoicing at the announce­ 
ment that King Alfonso will wed Princess 
Ena of Battenberg in April. 
The “boy 
king’s” subjects and ministers have long 
wished to see him married, but the youth­ 
ful, lively, and somewhat eccentric mon­ 
arch has shown a great deal of reluctance 
to assume the bonds of matrimony, and 
when he did turn his attention to the 
task of finding a queen for Spain he 
proved very difficult to please. 
Princesses of various royal bouses of 
Europe have been reported as having won 
the young king’s heart, but the reports 
proved not well founded. 
During his re­ 
cent visit in England King Alfonso dis­ 
played great admiration for Princess Bea­ 
trice, King Edward’s niece, and it wag 
heralded far and wide that the pretty 
English princess would become queen of 
Spain. 
This proved another error, for 
Alfonso returned to Spain, still heart 
whole and fancy free. 
When he met Princess Ena of Batten­ 
berg, however, the young monarch capitu­ 
lated at once to her charms. 
He paid 
ardent court to her and won her consent 
to share his throne. 
The young king is the godchild of Pope 
I^*o X III. and the Infanta Isabel. 
His 
name is Alfonso Leon Francisco Pascual. 
Ile was not of a rugged constitution, a 
fact which has given much uneasiness in 
Spain, but he has been carefully trained 
and has developed into an athletic young 
man. 
The queen regent. Dona Maria Cris­ 
tina. relinquished the reins of govern­ 
ment on her son’s accession to the throne.

Out of sight of laud, perched on a 
pinnacle of rock far out in I^ike Su­ 
perior and visible only to lake craft 
w hich m ake M arquette and other ports 
along the south shore east of K ew ee­ 
naw point or those which ply from 
one end of the lake to the other, is a 
conical gray stone tow er rising 102 
feet above the level of the w ater and 
from which every night during the 
season of navigation there flashes a 
w hite light every 
th irty 
seconds, 
w arning navigators 
of 
the danger 
zone. 
This is Standard Rock light­ 
house, the lonesomest sjkM on the big 
inland sea—of which Copt. Chambers, 
of M ackinac Island, Is keeper, says 
the M ilwaukee Sentinel. 
So isolated is the lighthouse th at the 
nearest port—M arquette is more than 
fifty miles distant, while the nearest 
land of any description is M anitou Is­ 
land. 
In clear w eather tile light is 
visible for a distance of over eighteen 
miles and in thick w eather there is a 
ten-inch steam w histle to give w arn­ 
ing to passing craft. 
During the season of navigation the 
keeper and his assistants while a t the 
rock look out on nothing but sky and 
w ater except when they sight a pass­ 
ing ship in the distance or the light­ 
house tender visits them w ith sup­ 
plies. 
T he rock itself rises from two and 
a half to three feet above the level of 
the lake and is but fifteen or tw enty 
feet In diam eter. This pinnacle m arks 
the site of a dangerous shoal extend­ 
ing north by w est and south by east 
for 290 feet, w ith a width of 1,500 
feet. 
Close around it, however, 
is 
some of the deejiest w ater in Lake 
Superior, soundings having been taken 
for OOO feet. 
In the early days of the lighthouse 
tho keeler had only one or two as­ 
sistants, and there were periods o f 
m onths th at he never got aw ay from 
his post. 
The governm ent, however, 
soon realized the undesirability 
of 
such lonesome service and the difii- 
culty of getting men who would stay 
on the rock for so long a stretch. 
In later years there have been four 
men, including the keeper, to care for 
the light and the fog whistle, and by 
an arrangem ent betw een them 
two 
are on duty* all the time. 
The lighthouse can 
only be ap­ 
proached on one side, and then when 
the w ater is smooth, for there is an 
abrupt w all at the top of the plat­ 
form, some thirty feet high, and the 
boat and all the supplies are hauled 
up by a derrick. 
There have been 
m any occasions when the returning 
keepers found a heavy sea running a t 
the lighthouse, so th at they could 
not approach, and have had to take 
chances of lying by for hours in their 
little craft—not the safest thing to do 
on I^ake Superior—or of making for 
the nearest shelter, miles aw ay. 


A plan is on foot to organize a na­ 
tional union of blacksmith helpers. 
The 
helpers were formerly attached to the 
journeymen’s union. 
Charles Dolci of Chicago, international 
president of the Piano and Organ Work­ 
ers’ I'nion. will establish headquarters in 
Boston for a two months’ New England 
organizing campaign. 
Last season was

it is stated, and tile indications for 3DOG 
are that it will In* even busier. 


In all of the larger cities throughout 
th** country the active Socialist organiza­ 
tions held meetings and formed street pa­ 
rade's in observance of the first anniver­ 
sary of “bloody Sunday,” the 
day 
on 
which Russian workmen who marched ‘o 
tile Czar’s palace with a peaceful pro­ 
test were shot down aud trampled by 
the soldiery. 
Besides showing sympathy 
for the Russian Socialists, the sjieakers 
generally voiced th*' demand for the So­ 
cialist era in the I ’nited States. 


The much-maligned chorus girls l*e- 
eame a really effective factor in organ­ 
ized labor when they went on strike at 
the Metropolitan Opera House in New 
York for a raise of $5 a week in pay. 
For four nights Director Heinrich Con­ 
ned had to make what shift he could to 
make tip for th** loss of the chorus. 
Ile 
then granted th** demand for more wages 
for six performances a week, together 
with tile stipulation that the chorus jieo- 
ple shall receive additional pay for extra 
performances. 


A convention of delegates of the boiler­ 
makers and iron shipbuilders’ lodges of 
New England was held iii Boston to dis­ 
cuss international taxation. 
The Grand 
Lodge lins suggested a $1 assessment on 
every member for a committee on revision 
of constitution, and has also doubled the 
JMT capita tax. The Massachusetts lodges 
two years ago led a jiossible secession 
movement because of excessive taxation, 
lait th** matter was satisfactorily adjusted 
at that time. 
Tile situation now is even 
worse, many of the members say. and 
they flatly declare that the regular jm*t 
capita tax is ample for all grand lodge 
needs if it is properly handled and ex­ 
pended.

CONGRESS 


In the Senate Wednesday Mr. Patter­ 
son strongly indorsed the position of the 
President in Santo Domingo and in the 
matter of the Moroccan conference. Mr. 
Tillman presented a resolution request­ 
ing the President to send to the Senate 
all the official correspondence with the 
American minister to Santo Domingo in 
1904. It went over until Thursday. Mr. 
Heyburn sought an agreement to vote on 
the pure food bill Feb. 7, but Mr. Tel­ 
ler objected. 
Mr. Teller made a similar 
objection when Mr. Gallinger sought to 
have a time fixed for a vote on the ship­ 
ping bill. 
Considerable debate on this 
measure followed, but no action was tak­ 
en. 
Discussion of the railroad rate bill 
was continued in the House. 
Speeches 
by Mr. Campbell (Kan.) and Mr. Mar­ 
tin (S. D.) took a wider range and in­ 
cluded trust evils. 
Another speech in 
favor of the bill was made by Mr. Bart­ 
lett (Ga.), while Mr. Perkins (N. Y.) 
attacked the measure. A bill was passed 
granting a federal charter to the Carne­ 
gie Foundation for the Advancement of 
Teaching. 
The fund consists of $10,- 
000,000, the income of which is to fur­ 
bish a pension to retired 
educators. 


The Senate Thursday 
passed 
about 
forty miscellaneous bills, providing for 
a delegate in Congress from Alaska and 
for lighthouses, revenue cutters and fish 
cultural stations. 
The greater part of 
the time was devoted to the shipping bill, 
Mr. Penrose making a set speech in 
favor of the measure. 
Mr. Tillman’s 
resolution calling on the President to 
send to the Senate all the letters from 
the minister to Santo Domingo to the 
State Department in 1904 was referred 
to the committee on foreign relations. The 
House called for the estimate of cotton 
yet to be ginned, which the director of 
the census has compiled, but which he 
has no authority to make public until 
March. 
The discussion of the railroad 
rate bill was continued. 
Mr. Shelby 
(Pa.) attacked the measure as socialis­ 
tic. 
Mr. Knapp (N. Y.), Mr. Shakel- 
ford (Mo.) and Mr. Heflin (Ala.) sup- 
jiorted it. 
A resolution looking to the 
preservation of Niagara Falls was agreed 
to. 
It requires a report and recom­ 
mendation from the American members 
of the joint commission anointed a few 
years ago to consider this question. 


The first formal reading of the state­ 
hood bill was begun in the Senate Fri­ 
day. but Mr. Teller objected, and con­ 
sideration of the measure was postponed. 
The shipping hill was the subject of con­ 
siderable debate, Mr. Patterson attack­ 
ing and Mr. Gallinger and Mr. Perkins 
supporting it. The provision prohibiting 
vessels from receiving subsidies for more 
than ten years was struck out. 
One 
hundred and fifteen pension bills were 
passed. 
Another measure adopted pro­ 
vides for a survey for a new deep harbor 
on Lake Michigan. The Senate adjourn­ 
ed until Monday. 
Si»ee<hes on the rail­ 
way rate bill occupied the House for six 
hours. 
Mr. McCall of Massachusetts at­ 
tacked the measure, while Messrs. Bur­ 
ton of Ohio, Russell of Texas, Thomas of 
North Carolina. Burke of South Dakota 
and Goulden of New York supported it.

Various phases of the railroad rate 
question were thrashed over in the House 
Saturday in the course of nine speeches 
which occupied six and one-half hours. 
Messrs. Clayton (Ala.), Henry (Texas), 
Esch (W is.), Kennedy (Ohio), Criim- 
packer 
(Ind.), 
Ellis (Mo.), 
Hogg 
(Golo.). Floyd (Mo.) and Page (N. C.) 
spoke. There was no session of the Sen­ 
ate. 


The Senate was treated to a sensa­ 
tion Monday when Mr. Patterson (Colo.) 
introduced a resolution in effect declar­ 
ing the action of the Democratic caucus 
against the Santo Domingo treaty Sat­ 
urday to have been contrary to the fed­ 
eral constitution. 
Consideration of the 
resolution went over. 
It was decided 
that a vote should be taken on the ship­ 
ping bill Wednesday, Feb. 14. at 5 p. i i i . 
Mr. Teller made a speech against the 
measure. 
Several bills were passed and 
the Senate adopted a resolution calling 
on the Postmaster General for informa­ 
tion as to the number bf postal clerks 
killed in railroad accidents during the 
last five years. 
Considerable fault was 
found With the railroad rate bill in the 
House. Mr. Littlefield (Me.) opened the 
session with an attack on the measure. 
Mr. Grosvenor (Ohio) ridiculed the al­ 
leged popular demand for the legisla­ 
tion. 
Ten other speeches were made, 
all favorable to the bill. 
The fortifica­ 
tions appropriation bill was reported.

WHEN “OLD ABE” BROUGHT 
THE MOON INTO COURT. 


Lincoln's Great 
Act a 
Benediction. 
The name of Mr. Lincoln can be hon­ 
ored in many ways, as his life touched 
a great variety of interests, but in noth- 


When Lincoln was actively engaged In 
the practice of law, he had many cases 
which have become historical, but none 
more interesting than his defense of a 
young man charged with murder whom 
he cleared in a unique manner. 
The de­ 
fendant was Duff Armstrong, a lad w’ho 
like most of the boys of his period was 
somewhat wild and difficult to restrain. It 
was during the summer of 
1857 that 
young ArmjCtroog and a number of other 
young fellows attended a camp meeting 
at Mason City, 111. They bad been drink­ 
ing and became quarrelsome. 
Duff Arm­ 
strong was soon involved in an alterca­ 
tion with one of the party named Metb- 
ger, and struck him. 
Duff claimed that 
he struck Metzger with his fist just un­ 
der the eye. The stories in so many books 
that he used a club or slingshot, or other 
weapon, he insists are false. 
The next 
morning Metzger was out and around, 
but it is presumed that he caught cold 
in the injured eye. 
At any rate, the in­ 
jury affected his brain in some manner, 
aud he died. 
There was a great commotion as soon 
as Metzger died, aud it was declared that 
Armstrong and another man had delib­ 
erately murdered him, with malice afore­ 
thought. 
Armstrong was arrested and 
placed in jail, first at Havana and later 
at Beardstown, where the trial was held. 
At this time Lincoln was practicing law 
in Springfield. 
The elder Armstrong had just died and 
the mother of the prisoner was in great 
trouble. She, in her poverty and distress, 
thought of her old friend and occasional 
boarder, Abraham Lincoln, and asked him 
to defend her boy. 
Lincoln willingly 
agreed to (lo so. The evidence seemed all 
against him. 
One witness swore that 
he saw Armstrong strike Metzger with a 
slingshot and others 
corroborated 
the 
story. 
Lincoln asked each one how he 
saw the fight, and the invariable reply 
was. “By the light of the moon.” 
Lincoln then produced an almanac of 
tile current year and proved by it that 
at the time they swore they saw the as­ 
sault iii the moonlight the moon was invis­ 
ible. 
Lincoln then addressed the jury, 
making, it is said, one of the strongest 
and most eloquent pleas ever made in 
that court. At the close he turned to the

ing was his career more conspicuous or 
his actions more telling than in his rela­ 
tion to the emancipation of the slaves. 
It matters not that he came to this 
crowning act of his administration reluc­ 
tantly. and as of necessity—he came to it; 
and he came to it when it seemed to him 
providential, and in coming to it he be­ 
lieved himself the instrument of Provi­ 
dence, and therefore he took hold of the 
duty with an earnestness which he could 
not have felt if he had been experiment­ 
ing or had been simply following a the­ 
ory devised by himself. 
His own theories 
receded to the background when he saw 
the hand of God. and with th** confidence 
of a man walking in the footsteps of 
Abraham of old he stopped out into the 
path of duty not knowing whither he 
was being led : and his greatness was seen 
in the greatnes of his faith and in his 
readiness to respond to a call of duty 
which led him in God'*; way. 
In no way can we better honor Lincoln 
or better advance tile principles which 
became so controlling in bis life than by 
carrying on to ultimate consummation the 
work of educating the emancipated race, 
so as to m a k e his great act a benedic­ 
tion. indeed. 
Intelligence makes freedom 
a blessing, as freedom makes intelligence 
possible. 
Ignorance is slavery. 
I con­ 
gratulate the Freedmen’s Aid Society on 
its aims, its motives, its successes, and on 
its prospective achievements in the line of 
the uplifting of the race which shared 
so directly in the results of Mr. Lincoln’s 
life and sacrifices.—Bishop S. M. Merrill, 
in (’hristian Advocate.

As soon as Lincoln received the 
letter he ordered a discharge made out 
for William Armstrong, and within ten 
days lie was at home with his mother. 
Armstrong still lives at Ashland, 111. He 
has supported himself since 
the 
war 
largely by raising horses.

“Fourth Auintant’a Short Line” in 
Postoffice Department. 
The fourth 
assistant 
postm aster- 
general possesses the unique distinc­ 
tion of controlling aud operating the 
shortest telegraph line in the world, 
and as this m iniature system connects 
Mr. McGraw ’s desk with the one oc­ 
cupied by his private secretary the 
latter w as able to acquaint him w ith 
the visitor’s arrival and to transm it 
the contents of the papers w ithout 
leaving his seat, says the Pittsburg 
Dispatch. 
The total am ount of wide used in 
the construction 
of 
“the postoffice 
short line” is less than th irty feet. 
The desk of the fourth assistant is 
equipped w ith a complete telegraphic 
apparatus, as are the desks of his 
private secretary and his confidential 
stenographer, Robert H. I'render. 
As 
both of the last-nam ed gentlem en are 
not only expert stenographers but top­ 
notch telegraphers 
and in addition 
possess the ability to read each other's 
notes it can readily be understood th at 
the operation of such a system great­ 
ly facilitates the handling of a day’s 
business 
The requirem ents of the four divi­ 
sions which comprises the fourth as­ 
sistant postm aster-general’s bureau— 
appointm ents, bonds, city free delivery 
and rural free delivery—include 
in 
their jurisdiction upw ard of 156,OOO 
persons, and the business of tile office 
naturally Includes a huge m ass of de­ 
tail. 
Some such plan for facilitating 
m inor routine 
duties as therefore 
necessary. 
Fourth A ssistant DeGraw 
had a reputation in old days, as a 
fast telegrapher. 
Along in the ’80s, 
while m anaging the W ashington bu­ 
reau of The United Press, he tran s­ 
m itted to New York on a test 590 
words in ten minutes, each word spell­ 
ed out in full, which for a long tim e 
was the record in fast sending. 
Since 
th at tim e first-class telegraphers have 
acquired w hat is known as the Phillips 
steno-telegraphy, 
a 
code 
especially 
adopted to the transm ission of new s­ 
paper m atter, and which is capable 
of doubling and sometimes trebling 
the capacity of a w ire in comparison 
w ith early methods. 
The sending of 
code telegraphy was made 
possible 
through the adoption of the typew riter 
for receiving purposes, enabling the 
receiver to greatly increase his speed. 
The telegraphers on the “Postoffice 
Short line” are all experienced code 
men. 
W hile the w riter 
w as discussing 
with Mr. DeGraw in the conference 
room the advantage of this unique 
adjunct of a p art of the paraphernalia 
of an up-to-date business 
office, 
a 
page appeared w ith a m essage which 
required im m ediate reply. 
U nder or­ 
dinary circum stances a stenographer 
would have been summoned to take 
the reply In notes, which he would 
have had to transcribe, consum ing In 
all, perhaps, ten m inutes, and neces­ 
sitating an interruption to the confer­ 
ence betw een tho assistant postm as­ 
ter-general and the reporter.

Th** greatest surprise in the recent 
elections in Great Britain was the large 
number of labor representatives return­ 
ed to Parliament.

workingmen have sat in Parliament since 
the early ’SO’s, but now it must be reck­ 
oned with both within and outside leg­ 
islative halls. Before the onslaught made 
by labor in the British constituencies, 
Unionists, titled, knighted and moneyed, 
went down: 
Conservative strongholds 
were carried, and Liberals were either 
defeated or had their majorities reduced. 
A cotton spinner captured Sir James 
Fergusson’s seat in Manchester; a mill 
hand beat Sir Ernest Flower in Brad­ 
ford; printers headed the poll at Nor­ 
wich, Burnley. Manchester and Deptford; 
a navvy, who was once employed rn 
excavations for the 
Manchester 
ship 
canal, is member for Stoke-on-Trent; a 
railway guard has a majority of over 
7,000 at Newcastle-on-Tyne, where Mr. 
Morley once suffered defeat. An obscure 
collier distanced a mine owner; a cotton 
operative vanquished Lord Goschen’s son 
at Bolton; a stonemason’s son and a 
warehouse clerk each won by 7,500 votes 
at Leicester over Sir .John Rolleston; a 
laster in a boot factory carried a Wolver­ 
hampton seat against Sir Alfred Hick­ 
man ; miners have been victorious at Mor­ 
peth and in Glamorganshire; a furniture 
maker, who had begun life in a mineral
